AtHB proposes 
innovative solutions 
to international 
challenges 


THE INTERNATIONAL AMD 
2007 OPEN ARCHITECTURE 
CHALLENGE sought models for 
sustainable, multipurpose, low- 
cost technology facilities where 
they are needed most—a chal- 
lenge well met by Architecture 
for Humanity Boston’s two 
entries. 

More than 800 Amazonian 
families in Ecuador form the 
Kallari Association, which 
produces organic chocolate and 
traditional crafts, sharing profits 
and providing alternatives to 
extractive industries infamous 
for social and environmental 
degradation. The association 
sought a design for a new center 
that promotes tourism and 
education while preserving 
local culture and biodiversity. 
The Architecture for Humanity 
Boston (AfHB) team led by Gaia 
Giudicelli Assoc. AIA, Kimberly 
Huestis, Adrienne Smith and 
Ericka Temple Assoc. AIA pro- 
posed a garden court flanked by 
production facilities, adminis- 
tration, housing and an open-air 
auditorium. Local terrain allows 
the chocolate factory to be sepa- 
rate but viewed from above as 
an educational attraction, across 


from the handicraft production 
and gallery spaces. The plan 

is flush with cutting-edge and 
locally derived sustainable prin- 
ciples and capitalizes on natural 
beauty. 

Nyaya Health seeks to offer 
families in rural Nepal access 
to top medical professionals by 
building a tele-medicine center. 
The design proposed by AfHB's 
Niveen Sayeed, Dana Maringo, 
Rina Okawa and Susan Warren 
responded with a flexible space 
enclosed by masonry walls 
wrapped in a light bamboo 
roof and sunshade. The in- 
ner structure provides shelter 
and thermal mass, while the 
outer structure creates a shaded 
outdoor space and protects the 
interior from excessive solar 
heat. Private spaces for consulta- 
tion, leisure space, a tea room, 
living quarters and a vegetable 
garden reflect cultural norms 
and traditions, sustainability 
and economic considerations.

BOSTON 
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Do you have a 
current license? 


ONE OF THE BOARD OF REGI- 
STRATION OF ARCHITECTS’ 
DUTIES is to investigate com- 
plaints related to unlicensed 
practice. In many cases, the 
complaints are against individu- 
als who have allowed their li- 
censes to lapse. This can happen 
when architects move and don’t 
inform the board of their new 
address or when the person in 
the firm responsible for oversee- 
ing the renewal of licenses leaves 
and the renewal applications are 
not sent when due. 

License certificates expire on 
August 31 each year. The board 
sends out renewal forms to all 
registered architects, and these 
must be returned along with a 
renewal fee by August 31. Every 
architect seeking renewal must 
certify that he or she has ac- 
quired 12 continuing-education 
credits (CEs), 8 of which must 
be Health, Safety and Welfare 
(HSW) CEs. 

The regulations allow for 
late renewal if a renewal form is 
submitted within 60 days along 
with the renewal fee, a penalty 
fee and proof that he or she has 
obtained the required 12 CEs. If 
the renewal form has not been 
submitted within this 60-day 
period, a request for renewal 
may be treated as if the architect 
is applying for initial registra- 
tion and he or she could be re- 
quired to take the Architectural 
Registration Exam (ARE) to 
become registered. 


Architects with a lapsed 
license who practice architec- 
ture in the Commonwealth are 
in violation of the regulations 
of the Board of Registration 
of Architects and are subject 
to prosecution. Practicing 
architecture without a license 
includes: 


* signing a contract for 
architectural services; 

* signing and stamping 
architectural documents; and 

* representing yourself as an 
architect when making pre- 
sentations, in proposals 
or in marketing materials. 


In addition to violating the 
board’s regulations, you may be 
in violation of the State Building 
Code. 

We strongly advise that you 
confirm that your license is 
current, at mass.gov/dpl. If you 
discover that your license is not 
current, call Brenda Rodriguez 
at 617-727-2616 and ask her to 
advise you of the process to 
renew your license.
